Says Task Is to Elect 
Truman;.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP)— 
Robert E. Hannegan announced 
his resignation as Democratic na- 
tional chairman today. Senator 
J. Howard McGrath. of Rhode 
Island, picked to succeed him, said 
he would “proceed on the theory 
that my task will be-to re-elect 
President Truman.” 

Hannegan will stay on as Post- 
master General. He said he was 
giving up the chairmanship be- 
cause doctors had advised him to 
slow down. 

President Truman “indicated his 
approval” of McGrath on Hanne- 
gan’s suggestion. 

McGrath, 43 years old, a lawyer, 
was three times governor of Rhode 
Island. He is a former Solicitor 
General of the United States and 
was elected to the Senate ‘last No- 
vember. 

He told reporters he would ac- 
cept the party post without salary 
but stay on in the Senate. 

Hannegan’s long-expected resig- 
nation announcement was con- 
tained in a call for a. meeting of 
the national committee here Oct. 
29, when his resignation becomes 
effective. The meeting is expected 
to elect McGrath formally then

Public 
Safety Director Charlea J. Riley 
said the fire department savings 
will not impair the efficiency of 
its service, pointing out there are 
two complete crews for each piece 
of apparatus, with the crew which 
is off duty befng subject to imme~ 
diate recall at all times,

The Department of Public Utili- 
ties plans to save $93,000, vath

BY GANDHI IT MAY 
BRING ABOUT WAR

NEW DELHI, Sept. 27 (AP)— 

India and Pakistan are counting 
their dead in communal fighting 
in the hundreds of thousands, and 
responsible leaderg are openly ex- 
pressing fear of war between the 
new dominions unless a solution 
van be found soon. 
Mohandas K., Gandhi, himself 
the outstanding exponent of non- 
violence in all India, spoke out 
last night the danger of war. 
Gandhi said*that if Moslem Pa- 
kistan “persisted in proved error” 
in ite relations with Hindu India 
and attempted to minimize to- 
day’s conditions, the alternative 
was war. 

Gandhi was giving voice to what 
was being said by many others 
both in India and Pakistan. Each 
dominion is firmly convinced the 
slaughter perpetrated by its own 
people is in retaliation to what 
is being done on the other side 
of the border. 

Sardar Vallabhai Patel, India’s 
Home Minister, declared in a 
speech to representatives of the 
Punjab states that mob attacks 
dn Hindu and Sikh refugees flee- 
ing in great droves from Pakistan 
constituted “a direct challenge to 
the authority of our state, and no 
government will toletate this for 


a moment.”

Meeting of Governors, 
Members of Congress 
Calls for ‘More Equita- 

. ble Division’ of Levies. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 27 (AP) — A 
joint confegence of 30 members of 
Congress and’ governors proposed 
today that there be an “immediate 
readjustment of the federal-state 
tax relationship” and urged. adop- 
tion of a five-point taxing program 
by which states and local govern- 
ments could “assume those func- 
tions ... which they can adminis- 


ter best.” 


“Our states must cease relying 
on the Federal Government to do 


things for them and their citizens 


which they can do for themselves 
as well as, or better than, the 
Federal Government,” the gover- 
nors and legislators said in a state- 
ment following a closed two-day 
meeting. 

The conference proposed: 

1. That the Federal Government 


reduce federal excise taxes “as 
soon as practicable.” 

Inheritance Tax Amendment. 

2. That the Federal Government 
amend its inheritance and estate 
taxes “to provide more equitable 
division of this revenue between 
the Federal Government and the 

” 


3. That the Federal Government 


‘relinquish to the states the federal 


tax on employers “levied to cover 
the administrative expenses of 
state employment security pro- 
grams,” so that states can assume 
the unemployment compensation 
and employment service program. 
4. That Congress take “the 
earliest possible action to correct 
by federal law the inequities exist- 
ing between the community prop- 
erty and the non-community prop- 
erty states.” 

5. That the states avoid enroach- 
ment upon tax fields which are 
peculiarly adaptable to federal 
uses. 

“The unprecedented high total 
tax bill now being paid by the 
American taxpayer to support all 
levels of government requires an 
immediate readjustment of the 
Federal-State tax relationship for 
the purpose of preserving a work- 
ing federal system,” the conference 
statement read, 

Calling their five-point program 
a “long-term objective,” the gov- 
ernors and members of Congress 
said “the accomplishment of this 
objective is largely dependent upon 
economy in government and the 
establishment of fiscal self-suf- 
ficiency among the various levels 
of government.” 


Would Cut Expenditure. 


UMW Officer Says Con- 
cessions Reflect ‘Uni- 
versal’ Problem of the 


Industry. -

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27—A 
high officer of the AFL United 
Mine Workers of America told 
the Post-Dispatch today that the 
new benefits extended Russian 


mine workers by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment reflected the “universal” 
problem of the coal industry— 
making conditions attractive 
enough to maintain sufficient 
manpower in the mines. 

The officer, who declined use 
of his name, asserted: “Whether 
it’s Russia, Great Britain or any 
other country, authorities have 
gradually come to realize that a 
program of good pay and ample 


‘benefits must be set up if there 


is any hope of keeping the men 
in the pits and inducing new, 
younger men to become miners,” 
He expressed the belief that 
Russia has obtained many of its 
ideas on social security and spe- 
cial benefits in the coal industry 
from the program projected by 
the UMW in past years, a pro- 
gram that is now being perfected 
under the health and welfare pro- 
visions of the new coal mine con- 
tracts. 

Working on Pension Pian. 
“We expect in the near future 
to formulate and announce a4 
retirement and pension program 
similar in some respects to the 
plan reportedly adopted in Rus- 
sia,” he said, “although we were 
working on it, of course, long 
before the Russian program was 
made public.” 

Under the contract signed by 
the UMW and the soft coal op- 
erators earlier this year, approxi- 
mately 25 million dollars in the 
Government-union welfare fund 
was transferred to a joint oper- 
ators-union welfare and_ retire- 
ment fund. The new agreement 
specified that the operators will 
pay a royalty of 10 cents.a ton 
into the fund, which will be ad- 
ministered by one union officer, 
one operator and one neutral per- 
son, all with equal authority over 


it. 

Earlier this week the Soviet gov- 
ernment announced its new social 
security program for its coal min- 
ers in a move to assure permanent 
care for such workers and to at- 
tract young people into the indus- 
try, which is running behind out- 
put schedules.

BOY ROBBER, 13,

his natural life at hard labor.” 

Homer Zimmerman, 19, and 
Mark Smith, 23, already have been 
taken to LaGrange to start serv- 
ing life terms. They and Case- 
bolt, all of Ford’s Branch, Ky., 
were convicted of robbing Harold 
E. Roberts, 23, of Virgie, Ky., last 
July of his automobile, watch and 
$4.84 in cash. 

Robc-ts had stopped to give 
Casebolt a ride, and the others 
jumped on him from _ behind 
bushes where they had hidden. 

Judge Fields said, in passing 
sentence on the youngest of the 
defendants: 

“The proof shows you not only 
assisted in the armed robbery as 
charged in the indictment, but 
that you procured the weapon 
used in accomplishing the rob- 
bery.

The bulky text of the Paris re- 
port supplements a 1500-word sum- 
mary of its contents made public 
earlier this week.

This figure represents a $15,- 
810,000,000 trading deficit with the 
United States during that period, 
a $5,970,000,000 deficit with the 
rest of the Western Hemisphere, 
and a $660,000,000 deficit with their 
dependent territories. The huge | 
total would be reduced to $19,330,- 
000,000 if the World Bank comes 
through with a $3,110,000,000 loan. | 

The nations which drafted the 
report for American consideration 
are Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
Eire, France, Greece, Iceland, | 
Italy, Luxembourg, The Nether- 
lands, Norway, Portugal, Sweden, | 
Switzerland, Turkey and the. 


Rough drafts of the long-range 
report have been under considera- | 
tion by Government agencies and | | 
special committees here for sev- | 
eral days. President Truman has | 
scheduled a meeting for next Mon- | 
day with congressional leaders to 
discuss emergency European 
needs for food and fuel that will 
have to be met before the Mar- 
shall program can become opera- 
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tive, probably next spring. 

Top priority was placed by the 
Paris conference on the need for 
food. That was closely followed 
in importance by fuel and power. | 
Other critical factors considered 
—many of which were interrelated | 
—covered animal, motor, rail and 
maritime transportation, irdn and 
steel, timber, coal, petroleum, fer- 
tilizer, tractors, industrial and. 
agricultural machinery. 

In summation, the report said 
that “adequate aid in 1948 is of 
decisive importance for the pro- 
gram cannot get fully under way 
without these supplies.”

Smal] Independent 
Wholesalers Tell Sena- 
tors of Narrowing 


Source of Supplies. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 27 
(AP)—A Senate oil subcommittee 
heard yesterday of a growing con- 
cern among small, independent 
dealers and wholesalers on their 
ability to compete with major oil 
companies. . 

Small wholesale jobbers told the 
subcommittee of the Senate Small 
Business Committee that their 
source of supplies was narrowing 
and if the trend continued they 
might be put out of business. 


Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, chairman of the subcommittee, 
sought through questioning of wit- 
nesses to show that large oil com- 
panies were “hoarding” tank cars 
at the expense of the small deal- 
ers, 

One small wholesaler, J. W. 
Young, who operates an oil com- 
pany in Lebanon, Mo.,. said his 
busizess for the last six years 
averaged 300,000 gallons a month. 
mn a refinery from which he 

was buying shut down, he said he 

had been able to get only 180,000 
gallons a month and he didn't 
know how long that source might 
last. 


C. M. Boggs, president of the 
Kanotex Refining Co, at Arkansas 
City, Kan., said hi§ company 
largely was processing crude oil 
for the larger oil companies since 
they furnished the bulk of his 
source. He said consequently 
there was little left for the smaller 
dealers. He estimated that 71 per 
cent of the crude was sore

MAKE 1947 THUS FAR 


RATE AS MILD YEAR 


15,000 Victims in Same Per- 
iod of 1946—Peak Be- 
lieved Past. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 27 (UP)— 
The infantile paralysis “season” 
is just about over and statistics 
showed today that this disabling 
disease struck in comparatively 
mild form in 1947. 

Last reports to the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis showed there have been about 
5000 cases of the disease thus far 
this year, as compared with ap- 
proximately 15,000 for the same 
period last year. The usual num- 
ber of poliomyelitis cases is be- 
tween 8000 and 10,000 a year. 

Although polio struck hard in 
some communities in 1947 and is 
still a problem, the peak now is 
believed to be past. In 10 of the 
last 19 years the peak of reported 
incidence of the disease occurred 
by the end of the second week 
in September.

Are Homesick 


for Native Land 


Navy Makes No Comment on Whether It 
Ever Will Be Possible to 
Return Them. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 27—Many 
of the 128 natives of Bikini atoll 
in the South Pacific, who were 
moved to another island more 
than a year ago to make way for 


a controlled test of the atomic 
bomb, are desperately homesick 
for their native soil. 

This report was brought to 
Washington by Capt. Walter Kar- 
ig, a special assignment officer 
for the Navy, who returned ear- 
lier this month from a mission to 
Bikini and Rongerik atoll, where 
the islanders now are living. 

“A tragic aspect of the move,” 
Karig told the Post-Dispatch, “lies 
in the almost religious affection 
these ‘people have for the place 
where they were born. A great 
many natives from the islands in 
the Marsgall group have gone to 
Guam, for example, only to feel a 
compulsion in four or five years to 
return home.” 

As to whether it ever will be 
possible ta send the Bikini natives 
home should they desire to return 
in a group, the Navy has no com- 
ment. The state of radioactivity at 
Bikini is not public knowledge. 


Meanwhile, the natives, Karig 
said, are being assisted by the 
Navy in maintaining a higher 
standard of living than they en- 
joyed at Bikini. A Navy LSM 
once a month takes them a sup- 
“lementary ration of corned beef, 


‘ice or tapioca, and flour, in 
quentity about sufficient for on 


full meal a day for each person. 

The principal item in their diet 
is fish and sea food, obtained from 
the lagoon, and arrowroot and the 
nuts from the pandanus palm. The 
actual land area of Rongerik is 
416 acres, as compared to the 1484 
of Bikini, but a great deal of 
Bikini is a*bare sand pit. 

Karig said the natives are mem- 
bers of a backward group, do not 
cultivate crops and have no handi- 
crafts.

There has been a revolution not merely in 
size but internal organization. Under Sec- 
ceretary Marshall, the department for the 
first time boasts at least the start of a 
functioning “chain of command.” Never 
until now .has the diplomatic service 
throughout the globe been united in the 


hands of a single chief. 


The Inner Circle 

Of Handpicked Men. 

Outstanding new ‘ departures are the 
Policy Planning Staff and Executive Secre- 
tariat, a clearing-house for all important 
data and information entering the depart- 
ment. The Under Secretary has provided 
himself with a liaison agent for United 
Nations Affairs and a Special Assistant with 
the redoubtable task of general co-ordina- 
tion for the Marshall Plan. An office lately 
introduced devotes itself to the interests of 
displaced persons. 

At the heart of the organization is an 
inner eircle of 13 handpicked men, including 


Secretary Marshall, who comprise a group 
known as the “High Command” or “Cab- 


inet.” Closely surrounding the principals

Charles E. Bohlen, Counselor of the depart- 
ment; George F. Kennan, director of the 
Policy Planning Staff; Charles E. Saltzman, 
Assistant Secretary for Occupied Areas; 
John E. Peurifoy, Assistant Secretary 
for Administration; Willard L. Thorp, 
Assistant Secretary for Economic Affairs; 
Garrison Norton, Assistant Secretary for 
Transport and Communications; William 
Park Armstrong Jr. who succeeded tempo- 
rarily to the post of Special Assistant for 
Intelliegence and Research when William A. 
Eddy resigned yesterday, and Ernest A. 
Gross, Legal Adviser to the department. The 
resignation of WilHam Benton, Assistant 
Secretary for Public Affairs, was accepted 
last Tuesday by President Truman and will 
become effective next Tuesday night. If his 
successor has been chosen, the name has 
not yet been revealed. 


Under Secretary 
Clayton Is Group’s Senior. 


A glance at this distinguished list 
emphasizes the clean sweep of his ‘High 
Command” which Secretary Marshall has 
quietly but steadily put into effect since he 
took office. Of 12 highest subordinates 
only four—Clayton, Benton, Thorp and Eddy 
—were holdovers from the administration 
of James F. Byrnes, 


The senior of the group, in years as well 
as service in the inner ring, is Clayton, who 
was sworn in as the department's pioneer 
Assistant Secretary for Economic Affairs on 
Dec. 20, 1944, and was raised to Under Sec- 
retary, by special act of Congress, on Aug. 


(17,1946. Second oldest in respect to tenure

was Benton, who becam 
tary Sept. 17, 1945. 
from Noy. 15, 1946, 
The other eight men were either brought 
in from outside or promoted to the ‘’Cab- 
inet’’ from within the department by Secre- 
tary Marshall, beginning with Peurifoy on 
March 17 of this year and ending with 


Saltzman, who assumed office as recently 
as Sept. 2. 

Another striking characteristic of the 
“Cabinet” is its relative youth. No less 


*than seven of the group are still in the for- 


ties. The “infant” among them is Peurifoy, 
who celebrated his fortieth birthday on Aug. 
9. Gross is 41, Kennan and Bohlen 43, Saltz- 
man 44, Norton 47 and Thorp 48. Lovett 
was 52 on Sept. 14. But Armour will be 
60 on Oct. 14, Clayton was 67 on Feb. 7 
and Marshall will be 67 on Dec. 31. 

Only three of this top group, Armour, 
Kennan and Bohlen, are products of foreign 
service training; but they are recognized as 
the flower of the flock. Two were barn of 
American parents in foreign lands—Armour 
in England and Saltzman in the Philippines. 
Three hail by birth from the South. Texas, 
Mississippi and South Carolina contributed 
Lovett, Clayton and Peurifoy. Bohlen, Thorp 
and Gross were produced by New York State. 
Marshall was born in Pennsylvania, Norton 
in Illinois. Kennan in Wisconsin. 

As is natural with a Secretary who was 
Chief of Staff, the ruling caste has a dis- 
tinct military flavor. Lovett was a naval 
bomber pilot in the first world war, ‘and 
served during the second as Assistant Secre- 
tary of War for Air. Like Marshall, Saltz- 
man was an officer in the regular army. 
A graduate of West Point, he emerged from 
World War II as a Brigadier General. 


Thorp became a second lieutenant in the 
Army in 1918. Norton served overseas in 
the Navy from 1940 to 1945 and gained the 
rank of Captain. Gross was a Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Army from 1943 to 1946. 


Unusual Powers 
Of Under Secretary. 


Even normally, the Under Secretary has 
unusual power as Acting Secretary in the 
absence of the Secretary, as his principal ad- 
viser in the formulation and execution of 
foreign policy and as the department’s of- 
ficial liaison agent for Congress. That au- 
thority is multiplied today because of Mar- 
shali’s frequent: travels, and Clayton’s pro- 
tracted duties in Europe. Assistant Secre- 
tories Thorp and Norton are nominally sub- 
ordinate to Clayton. 

Thorp was graduated from Amherst. 
Peurifoy, who started Government service 
as an elevator boy at the Capitol, has no 
college diploma. But he attended West 
Point for two terms. Later, while work- 
ing as a clerk in the Treasury Department, 
he enrolled for night courses at the Ameri- 
can and George Washington universities. 
The Croesus of the circle, Clayton left 
school in the eighth grade to drive a laun- 
dry truck. 

The intelligence quotient of the upper cir- 
cle is exceptionally high. There is comment 
in Washington, in fact, that the State 
Department under Marshall has been more 
successful than the White House in attract- 
ing men of first caliber into public life and 
holding them there. He used what 
amounted to military orders to pull Lovett 
from the affluent desk of an international! 
banker in Wall Street and Saltzman from 
the vice presidency of the New York Stock 
Exchange. Armour was flushed out of pros- 
perous retirement by Marshall’s plea of “‘the 
good of the service.” ~ 


The brilliant Kennan and expert Bohlen 
were promoted.in the foreign service as 
specialists on Russia. Having begun as in- 
surance agent and restaurant cashier, Peuri- 
foy had 10 years of experience in various 
government agéncies before he was placed 
by: Marshall in command of the State De- 
partment’s far-flung administration, The 
Special Assistant for Research and Intelli- 
gence co-operates closely with the new Cen- 
tral Intelliegnec Group, of which Rear Ad- 
miral Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter is director. 

Clayton’s seven years in government of- 
fice were preceded by a career in which he 
grew renowned as the most eminent cotton 


trader in history. The fabulous Benton was 
penniless on leaving college, became an ad- 
vertising ace agd at 36 abandoned an annual 
income of a quarter million to become vice 
president of Chicago University at $10,000 
a year. 


In the secondary group of 29 top execu- 
tives, the foreign service is outnumbered, 
as in the first, by recruits from outside the 
department. The respective numbers are 11 
and 18. But the division of the Assistant 
Secretary for Political Affairs, from Norman 
Armour down, is solidly foreign service. The 
seven deputy thinkers in the Policy Plan- 
ing Staff, beginning with Director Kennan, 
consist of six foreign service men and one 
outsider. But of the remaining officials on 
the list only two are from the foreign serv- 
ice. They are Michael 3. McDermott, veteran 
Special Assistant for Press Relations, and 
Christian M. Ravndal, who is Director Gen- 
eral of the Foreign Service under Assistant 
Secretary Peurifoy. 


Four Geographical 
Chiefs Under Armour. 


In close relation with Secretary Marshall 
and Under Secretary Lovett stand McDer- 
mott and Carlisle L. Humelsine, director of 
the Executive Secretariat. As personal 
aides to Lovett appear Dean Rusk, director 
of Special Political (United Nations) Af- 
fairs, and Col. Charles H. Bonesteel, who 
was recently taken from the Army to co- 
ordinate the Marshall Plan. He was chosen 
to accompany Kennan to Paris not long ago 
and help instruct Europe on the facts of 
American economic life. 


Outstanding in this group are the four 
chiefs of geographical desks under Armour 
—John D. Hickerson, Europe; William W. 
Butterworth, Far East; Loy W. Henderson, 
Near East and Africa, and James H. 
Wright, American Republics. On a recent 
flight to Athens, Henderson swiftly un- 
tangled the Greek cabinet crisis. 


Notable also are the members of the Po- 
litical Planning Staff. They are Carlton 
Savage, executive secretary; Jacques J. 
Reinstein, John Paton Davies Jr., Henry S. 
Villard, Isaac Newton Phelps Stokes and 
George H. Butler. Reinstein is an econo- 
mist. The backgrounds of the others are 
respectively the Far East, the Near East 
and Africa, the United Nations and Latin 
America. The non-foreign service member 
is Stokes. : 

Peurifoy has five topflight assistants. 
Thorp four, Armstrong two and Saltzman 
and Norton one apiece. The Division of Pub- 
lic Affairs has two; the counsellor and legal 
adviser none. Among Secretary Marshall's 
salient innovations was the recent appoint- 
ment of Ugo Carusi, former Commissioner 
of Immigration and Naturalization in the 
Department of Justice, as a Special Assistant 
to Saltzman. Carusi will handle problems 
pertaining to displaced persons and the In- 
ternational Refugee Organization. 


Continuity Lacking 
In American Personnel. 


Continuity — that is the element which 
made the British Foreign Office a proverb 
in worid diplomacy and which accounts 
largely for the efficiency of Russian state- 
craft. Instead of maintaining the State De- 
partment as a refuge for gilded youth, Sec- 
retary Marshall followed Napoleon’s prin- 
ciple of throwing careers open to talent. He 
has assembled what appears to be a most 
accomplished staff, 

But the Marshall regime has only one 
year more to go. Next November there will 
be a presidential election. Should Secretary 
Marshall chance to be replaced by John 
Foster Dulles or Senator Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg, it is not unlikely that many of the 
able men now surrounding the former Chief 
of Staff would flock back into private life, 
Then the show would have to begin all over

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Salmon coon et F ighting 
Alaska Statehood; Fears 


Loss of Virtual Monopoly — 
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Little for the Exploitation 


A ICanners and Packers Who Live, fas Most Part, Outside the 
. Territory. Would Also Face Higher Taxes; No Industry 
Anywhere in World, Says Governor Gruening, Pays as 


of Natural Resources.

The salmon industry is not only tightly 
controlled, it is controlled by non-residents. 
Fish traps, huge wire devices sunk in the 
entrances to rivers and inlets, are the prin- 
cipal means of catching salmon. The num- 
ber of traps is limited, for they may be 
used only where the salmon run in vast 
quantities. Yet of 434 fish traps licensed 
by the Department of the Interior, only 38 
pelong to residents of Alaska. 

Gov. Ernest Gruening; an appointee of 
the late President Rooseyelt, has pointed 
out that “245 fish traps, or well over half 
the total number, are owned by eight large, 
non-resident canning companies. One non- 
resident corporation alone owns 60 fish 
traps. Another large company, likewise 
non-resident, owns 68. Thus, two absentee- 
owned companies possess well over one- 
fourth of all the fish traps in Alaska.” 

The dominant packing companies have 
scant connection with Alaska. They include 
the Pacific American Fisheries, New Eng- 
land Fish Co., Columbia River Packers As- 
sociation, and Libby, McNeill & Libby. The 
canneries astutely keep a foot in each polit- 
ical chariot. Ed Willkie, brother of the 
late Wendell Willkie, frequently tours 
Alaska for the Libby corporation. 

And 220-pound Nick Bez, chairman of 
the board of Columbia River Packers, which 
maintains canneries on the coast of the 
Bering sea, is the man who fowed Presi- 
dent Truman’s fishing party near Olympia. 


but the packers campaigned for a negative 
decision. This was the major reason why 
the referendum was comparatively close— 
9630 votes.for statehood, 6822 against. 
Alaskan newspapers friendly to the salmon 
industry even refused to print the name of 
Gov. Gruening, the leading proponent of 
statehood. Indians and Eskimos were told 
that statehood would mean the end of their 
American citizenship. 

The big packers believe they have a 
double stake in opposing statehood. With 
Alaska a territory, not only do they enjjoy 
a virtual monopoly of the salmon bonanza, 
but they reap it practically for nothing. 
Gov. Gruening has claimed that no indus- 
try anywhere in ‘the world pays as few 
taxes for the exploitation of natural re- 
sources as do the Alaskan canners. “Alaska 
as a whole is the most lightly taxed geo- 
graphic entity on earth,” he has added. , 


Cannery Lobbyists _ , 

Wrote Territory Tax Bill. 

In 1946 the Alaskan salmon pack was 
valued at $56,571,000. The industry paid 
to the territory only $630,000 in taxes. 
The sole territorial levy is a tax of 24 
cents on each case of salmon. Lobbyists 
for the canneries, who wrote the tax bill 
all the way from title to enacting clause, 
shrewdly specified that the tax should ap- 
ply to case units rather than value. Thus, 
although the price of canned salmon has 
increased more than 100 per cent in re- 
cent years, revenue to Alaska actually has 
diminished because over-fishing has re- 
duced the size of the salmon runs. 

Alaska has no personal income tax, no 
corporation income tax, no property taxes 
whatsoever. Under cross examination by 
Delegate Bartlett of Alaska, a lobbyist for 
the salmon packers admitted that the 
value of the canneries in Alaska exceeded 
$75,000,000 and that not a penny in 
property taxes ever had been paid on this 
huge investment. 

The packers oppose statehood for a va- 

riety of reasons. First and foremost, 
they know they have been in clover. Any 
change could not help but affect them ad- 
versely. Alaskans may suffer from the 
world’s highest death rate from tubercn- 
losis, but Alaska’s wealthiest industry has 
never been compelled to pay sufficient 
taxes to support tuberculosis clinics, hos- 
pitals and mobile X-ray units. If Alaska 
became a state, federal largess would 
be substantially withdrawn. Alaska would 
have to raise taxes. The most logical 
source would be the $56,000,000 salmon 
industry. 
Under Federal control of Alaska’s fish- 
eries, absentee interests in Seattle, Ta- 
coma, Astoria, San Pedro and San Fran- 
eisco have had first crack at fish-trap 
sites. A United States Senator from 
Washington, California or Oregon, tele- 
phoning the Interior Department, has had 
far greater influence than Alaska’s soli- 
tary non-voting delegate. If Alaska were 
admitted to the Union, dominion over the 
salmon runs would pass to the government 
of the new state. 

One of the great mysteries of the New 
Deal is the fact that the Department of 
the Interior under Harold L. Ickes, an 
outspoken foe of monopoly, never moved

George Sundborg, director of the Alaska 
Development Board, wrote a number.-of 
these people to inquire why they had’ feft , 
Alaska. Replied one of them from Seat- 
tle: “I decided to become an absentee. 
I figured that was the only way to get a 
piece of Alaska’s resources.” 

Because fish traps enable many snide 
to be caught with the employment of rela- 
tively few workers, Alaskans think the 
device ought to be abolished. Edward L. 
Bartlett, Alaska’s delegate in Congress, 
has called them “an anti-social machitié.” 
Unless statehood is achieved, Alaskans 
think that abolition of the traps may be 
the one way to free Alaska from the ab- 
sentee monopoly. So long as the Interior 
Department licenses the traps, Alaskans 
have sufficient political awareness to réal- 
ize that Senators from the Pacific Coast 
states will be able to predominate over a 
delegate who cannot even cast a vote’ in 
the surging crowd of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

The packers play both ends against the 
middie in perpetuating their long-range 
domain over the world’s most valuable fish 
runs. They urge that the Department of 
the Interior, under which they have fared 
so generously, be continued in charge of 
Alaskan fisheries. At the same time they 
work to keep appropriations low so that 
the Interior Department cannot properly 
patrol thé indentured Alaskan coastline 
against poaching and over-fishing. 

“There are just not enough stream- 
watchers and wardens to prevent poaching,” 
contends Gov. Gruening. One Fish and 
Wildlife warden must patrol 5000 miles of 
timbered shoreline in Southeastern Alaska. 
This is equivalent to having all St. Louis 
traffic in the rush hour handled by five 
policemen. Last year 1,454,460 cases’ of 
salmon were packed in southeastern Alas- 
ka; in 1941 the figure was 4,294,333 cases. 


Sea Lions and Gulls 
Blamed for Shortages. 


Diminution of the salmon supply has oc- 
curred elsewhere in territorial waters. A 
few years ago more than 1,250,000 cases 
of red salmon were canned in Bristol bay, 
which opens onto the Bering sea. Last Yéar 
the total was 703,511. The packers prefer 
to blame the decline of sea lions and gulls, 
Alaskans, however, point out that the gulls 
and the sea lions were dangers before 
Capt. Vancouver landed on Cook inlet, but 
that destruction of the fish runs dates only 
since the establishment of the American 
salmon industry. 

Alaskan statehood bills sponsored © by 
Delegate Bartlett and Senator Langér of 
North Dakota now are pending before Con- 
gress. The House Committee on Publie 
Lands already has conducted hearings, at 
which the principal opponents of statehood 
were the spokesmen for the salmon paék- 
ers. H. L. Faulkner of Juneau, admitting 
that he represented “fishing and cannery 
interests,” contended that the cost of state- 
hood would be too great for Alaskans to 
shoulder. This was the chief argument of 
the industry which packs most of the 
canned salmon eaten in the world.

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“Why Milk Is Scarce. 

‘In St. Louis there is an emergency situation in 
milk, both as to price and ‘supply. 

The ‘Consumers’ Federation of St. Louis asserts 
ret milk here costs three cents a quart more, 

in proportion to the price paid the producer, 
than it does in other large American cities. 

But in spite of the high price the consumer 
pays, he does not enjoy an adequate or assured 
supply of milk. Every year the housewives of 
St. Louis have to be content, in months of low 
supply, with up to 7 per cent less milk than they 
want to buy. 

And that is only part of the story. After a 
survey of the local market last year, Dr. Haven 
Emerson, former president of the Board of 
Health of New York City and consultant on pub- 
lic health problems, found that milk consumption 
in St. Louis is less than half of the “nutritionally 
adequate level.” 

Just now St. Louis is- threatened with the loss 
of 3,000,000 quarts of milk a month which it has 
been accustomed to draw in months of low sup- 
ply from the Chicago milkshed. Chicago claims 


jt needs all of its milk this year, and wants 


purchases for St. Louis barred in its milkshed. 

What are the reasons for this situation? St. 
Louis is set down in the middle of an area well 
suited in climate and fertility to milk production. 
Still we have a chronically short supply. Why? 

Some of the reasons ’are given in a comprehen- 
sive survey made of the St. Louis milk market 
last year by Dr. Warren C. Waite, consumer 
economist of the University of Minnesota. This 
survey was authorized by the St. Louis Dairy 
Council, which paid $7544 for it, and then de- 
clined to make it public because of a too-tender 
regard for the feelings of some of the people 
on whose toes Dr. Waite stepped. 

+ . . 

Dr. Waite found that within 150 miles of St. 
Louis.about three times as much milk is produced | 
as finds its way into the local fluid milk market. 

Two thirds goes into butter, cheese and con- 


densed milk. St. Louis is ringed with cream- 


eries and condenseries which flourish on milk 
which could come on the local fluid milk market. 

Dr. Waite laid some of the blame on the St. 
Louis Health’ Department. He had no criticism 
of the pure milk ordinance which has cleaned up 
the “bacterial soup” which used to pour into 
the city. But he did criticize the method of its 
enforcement. His report said:

It appears 
however, that this has been an important 
‘factor in restricting supplies. 
To correct this situation, Dr. Waite recom-

. There was also a suggestion that 
the Health Department make contacts with 
dairies not producing for the local market, to 
acquaint them with standards and persuade them 
to come into the fluid milk market. 

None of these recommendations has yet been 
complied with, except possibly the first.

Replying to Dr. Waite’s criticism, Health Com- 
missioner Bredeck declares that the duty belongs 
to the milk distributors, rather than to him, to 
persuade more dairies to produce for the local 
market. 

Pevely and the smaller dairies are doing good 
work in this field, he says, but St. Louis Dairy, 
which accounts for some 40 cent of the milk 
sales in the city, is “doing ig at all.” 

The -Waite survey suggested that the dis- 
tributors could do their part to increase the 
production of inspected milk by raising the price 
to producers a cent or so a quart. With the pres- 
ent spread between what the farmer gets and 
what the consumer pays, there should be room 
to give the farmer a better deal. 

The whole Waite report should be thoroughly 
aired and studied at City Hall. The milk situ- 
ation—both supply and price—is of sufficient 
importance to deserve the attention of both 
Mayor Kaufmann and Public Welfare Commis- 
sioner Caulfield. 

Dr. Bredeck centers his attention on the clean- 
liness of the milk. The distributors center their 
attention on profits. Somebody should give at- 
tention to a fair price and an adequate supply.

Lawyers Turn Teachers 

Four lectures pointing out the advantages of 
dynamic democracy over totalitarianism are to 
be delivered in the 12 St. Louis public high 
schools next year under the auspices of the St. 
Louis Bar Association, it was announced yester- 
day. The speaker, it was explained, will stress 
the fact that ours is a government of laws rath- 
er than of men. 

The Bar Association’s suggestion was accepted 
by Superintendent of Instruction Hickey as a 
result of the enactment by the Missouri Legisla- 
ture of the so-called Williams law which makes 
the teaching of American history and the Con- 
stitution compulsory in the schools. The asso- 
ciation also has offered to supply speakers for 
the city’s parochial schools. 

There can be no question about the necessity 
for instruction in history and government, not 
merely as lists of dates and outlines of struc- 
ture, but as an illumination of the basic philoso- 


"phy which has made America great and.kept it 


- free. Only with such knowledge can govern- 
ment by consent rise to the ideals of the Found- 
ing Fathers. 


“Information Received” 

From information received, it is quite evi- 
dent that money is being paid to obtain the 
transfer of these men to Leavenworth and I 
do not believe they should be transferred at 
this time for this reason.

They were part 
of the Browne-Bioff-Nick gang which levied toll 
on every movie-goer in the nation. They were 
veterans in crime who deserved no quarter from 
the parole authorities. | 

Yet they got out after serving only a third of 
their 10-year sentences, and they got out chiefly, 
it appears, through the kindly services of Paul 
Dillon, a St. Louis attorney who benefited in 
Washington by his friendship with President 
Truman. 

President Truman must not have realized, 
when he had Dillon to the White House several 
times a year, that he was building up prestige 
for an attorney for gangsters. But Dillon admit- 
ted to the House committee probing these pa-

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Weakness on the Home Front 

The Lemay Kiwanis club probably had no in- 
tention of speaking against the United States’ 
policy of containing Communism when it re- 
solved against shipments of foodstuffs abroad 
as long as scarcity makes high prices at home. 
But that was what it amounted to. 

Like most other Americans, the Lemay Ki- 
wanians resent the price inflation and think it 
should be taken in hand. The peoples of many 
other countries think the same, for the price in- 
flation in the United States is preventing them 
from buying things here which they absolutely 
require to build back up from the ruins of war. 

The longer the price inflation lasts and the 
worse it gets, the more Americans are likely to 
be thinking along the same lines as the Lemay 
Kiwanians. How much longer can Washington 
allow public opinion to build up against the 
sacrifices which are necessary to carry out the 
Truman doctrine and the Marshall plan of —_ 
ping Soviet aggression? . 

We don’t think Washington can let it build up 
any longer. It may be in human nature to make 
the sacrifices in peacetime which Americans 
have been called on to make by their President 
and their Secretary of State. Whether it is or 
not is yet to be shown. But it is folly, and may 
be fatal folly, to add to the weight of sacrifice 
by price inflation at home. 

American foreign policy was once said to have 
its boundary on the Rhine. It has a boundary 
now on the Elbe. It also has boundaries on the 
Mississippi and the Colorado and the Hudson. 
This is a fight that we can lose at home if we 
do not make home strong enough to win the 
fight. 
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The only thing Russian Communism, British 
socialism and American capitalism seem to be 
able to agree on is that they can’t get out enough 
coal.

America’s Myths

Great peoples make great aes People 
earn their bread by mechanics and book- 
keeping, but in large part they shape their 
hopes, dreams, way of life by folklore. The 
rich feast set here by Mr. Clough of Brown 
University is a fresh reminder that our 
stout forefathers yielded nothing as myth- 
makers to the Homeric Greek, the Nordic 
Beowulf and the Gallic Rabelais. 

Do myths affect events? Mr. Clough 
rightly includes extracts from the hell-and- 
damnation prophecies of the Rev. Cotton 
Mather, whose visions of demons led to the 
Salem witch-burnings. Mark Twain helped 
build the West, Joel Chandler Harris to 
shape the South, a legion of more obscure 
persons to make America. Yes, myths 
wield a power, and Mr. Clough justifies his 
faith that the myths of our ancestors are 
stuff for enjoyment and admiration. 

* . + . 

How .does myth-making fare today? 
Here Mr. Clough’s exhibits are inconclu- 
sive. One of his latest examples is Stephen 
Vincent Bengt’s delicious “The Devil and: 
Daniel Webster,” in which Webster won the 
argument. But Benet reached a century 
in the past for his setting, and his story 
is a highly finished art product for a 
sophisticated audience. 

To see the distinction, think of Mark 
Twain. Sam Clemens was a great artist, 
too, but much more. He was also the voice 
of a real frontier that was lusty without 
self-consciousness and that did mighty 
deeds with bare fists. 

True, a mythology of the primitive per- 
sists here and there. For instance, there is 
Mr. Clough’s reprint of Keith Kerman’s 
experience on Kentucky’s Pine Mountain, 
where Kerman reported a snake-handling 
congregation for the Post-Dispatch. But 
just to name the instance is to show it for 
a thing far out of the stream of contempo- 
rary life. 

No age is without myths, but our central 
ones of today are of a newer, urbane, more 
abstract order. The idea that gadgeted 
“progress” is worth any sacrifice is one of 
them. Faith that tinkering the law can 
make everything right is‘its twin. The per- 
sonification of the business corporation is 
a mythic masterpiece. Another strong one 
was brilliantly pictured in Thurman Ar- 
nold’s “Folklore of Capitalism,” which 
proved that Adam Smith is usually dishon- 
ored in practice but no less devoutly wor- 
shipped.

The progressive-conservative debate is 
largely conducted in myths. Robert Wood 
Johnson shows in his new book, “Or Forfeit 
Freedom,” that labor-management quarrels 
are heated with mythic vapor. And, of 
course, a few Americans worship a fabu- 


‘lous Karl Marx and a shining fantasy of 


Russia, in the same way that some were 
infatuated with Hitler’s freedom from un- 
employment and Mussolini’s trains running 
on time. 

Beside the monuments of our forefathers’ 
imagination, contemporary folklore mostly 
seems pallid stuff. Have we the mythic 
vigor to inspire us to new heights? 

Some testimony on that point is devel- 
oped in Mr. Felton’s handsome volume, in 
which nearly 400 big pages assemble only 
a fraction of the modern saga of Paul Bun- 
yan, the giant woodsman, and Babe, his 
Blue Ox.

What folklore will the atomic 
laboratories ‘beget? Let Fortune magazine 
conclude the testimony: 

“Paul Bunyan’s task was not to create, 
invent, govern or reform. It was to clear 
the ground so that a new America could 
spread itself upon it. His size was the 
measure of the task that the pioneers un- 
dertook. His spirit is the reflection of the 
vitality and exuberance with which they 
made their country grow. 

“Paul Bunyan’s task is complete. But a 
land of machines, cities and slums needs 
Paul Bunyan’s overbrimming energy and 
spirit even more than a land of moun- 
tains, timber and plains.” 

The verdict is for history.

WOMAN OF PROPERTY, by Mabel Seeley. (Doubleday 

& Co., New York.) 

Those who are not squeamish about a 
lack of verisjmilitude in writing, or who 
delight in a display of much that is mean 
and base in human character, will find this 
book meaty reading. 

Frieda is a girl of 14 when the story 
opens, doing menial work for a wealthy 
merchant.

Next is a college professor’s son. By 
various forms of intrigue, abetted by his 
weakness for liquor, she captures her 
quarry, only to find that, while the profes- 
sor’s family have social position, they are 
as poor as Job’s turkey, nor will they admit 
her into their select circle. To retaliate, 
Frieda makes life so miserable for her 
young husband that he gives up his college 
work, deserts his family and takes a job as 
drayman, later to be crushed to death be- 
neath a heavy barrel. 

With two children, Frieda is now on her 
own. Always resourceful, lacking in love, 
affection and morals, she now entices and 
marries a frail but wealthy bachelor whom 
the doctors give but a short time to live.

Statesman of Literature 


AMERICAN MEMOIR, by Henry. Seidel

A younger generation knows Dr. Canby 
as the senior selector for the Book of the 
Month Club. In this volume is evidence 
that he is a statesman of literature who 
has lived through and pondered on an im- 
portant turn in the American spirit from 
Victorianism and Puritanism to industri- 
alism and modernism—also that he can 
make a quiet music in English prose. 

The first part of the memoir treats of 
his boyhood in Wilmington, Del., before it 
became the capital of absentee American 
corporations. He calls it “The Age of Con- 
fidence.” “Alma Mater,” the second part, 
takes him through his years as a student 
and professor at Yale. These two sections 
were previously published in a somewhat 
different form. The concluding part is 
based on his richly-furnished later intel- 
lectual existence. 

Dr. Canby writes: “If anyone under 40 
reads this book, I hope he will realize that 
it is essentially a study of values in a 
smaller and more observable world than 
his own—and has no other moral purpose.”

Criticisms have come from pro- 
fessional educators and also were 
contained in a recent report pre- 
pared by the American consulate 
in Munich. 

High point of the letter was the 
statement: “It is not known how 
many soldiers are devoting their 
time to German youth activities, 
but it ig Highly unlikely that the 
general average of education and 
understanding of democracy 
among these soldiers is sufficient 
to qualify them as teachers or 
leaders of German youth.” 

Gen. Lucius D. Clay is reported 
to have expressed, in a communi- 
cation to the War Department, 
strong disagreement with these 
eriticibms leveled at the G.1s’ ef- 
forts to help German youth. He 
has frequently maintained in con- 
versations with the press, as well 
as with his own staff, that the 
American soldier is stil] the best 
salesman of democracy in Ger- 
Many today. It is a constant 
source of annoyance to Gen. Clay 
“that the American soldier is con- 
stantly being sniped at and seldom 
gets credit for the many generous 
and kindly things he does.” 

The general also has expressed 

the opinion, however, that rather 
than subject the soldier to further 
criticism, it may be wisest to 
limit his activities In the German 
youth field. 
The military government's edu- 
cation division has been instructed 
by Gen. Clay to draw up a report 
on youth activities embodying 
suggestions for possible changes. 
The report probably will empha- 
size turning over actual responsi- 
bility for the re-education of Ger- 
man youth to trained German 
youth experts, supervised by Amer- 
ican educhtors. 

In the American zone there are 
3,000,000 young Germans, 1,006,000 
of whom participate in organized 
youth activities. 

Pending Gen. Clay’s decision on 
the youth program, army officials 
have been instructed not to found 
any additional clubs. About 65 
already are in existence. 

The Munich report said that one 
of the difficulties with the Army’s 
program was that often a unit 
would set up a club and then sud- 
denly move away, leaving a 
vacuum. In other words, there was 
lack of continuity. The report 
recommended a great increase in 
American literature for distribu- 
tion to German youth, who, ac- 
cording to the report, are eager 
for more United States publica- 
tions, 


WANTED: A Political Instinct

With all of her occasional blind 
spots, such as Ireland, no modern 
power has shown a surer political 
instinct in comprehending the psy- 
chology of foreign people than 
Great Britain. Like so many o 
the other benefits we possessed 
during the age of confidence, that 
invaluable asset in the conduct of 
foreign relations seems to be van- 
ishing. 


However much Bevin may differ 
with Churchill upon every other 
conceivable subject, he surely 
agrees with him that American 
good will is essential if a genuine 
partnership between the English- 
speaking nations is to be pre- 
served. Yet Bevin would seem to 
lose no opportunity of alienating 
American sympathy and of pro- 
voking American antagonism, 


The course which Bevin has 
pursued in Palestine has shocked 
American public opinion. Indigna- 
tion was caused by his indefensible 
reflections upon the Jewish cit- 
izens of New York. Now the 
American people have witnessed 
the pitiful odyssey of the steam- 
ship Exodus, and they have been 
revolted by the British govern- 
ment’s obduracy in forcing the 
Jewish .refugees she carried into 
concefttration camps in the very 
country from whose horrors they 
had fled. 


All of these events have aroused 
deep resentment among non-Jew- 
ish as well as among Jewish ele- 
ments in the United States. This 
resentment is making it increas- 
ingly difficult to maintain the in- 
timate understanding between the 
two countries which “is so neces- 
sary in this time of stress.

Lack of Political Instinct. 


Bevin seems to have little in- 
terest in American public opinion 
and no understanding of the fac- 
tors by which American sentiment 
is motivated. He lacks political 
instinct in his conduct of foreign 
policy. 

In this defect he is only sur- 
passed by his Russian colleague, 
Molotov. That deft appreciation 
of the reactions of other peoples 
which marked Soviet policy in the 
days of Maxim Litvinov is no 
longer discernible.

The Administration’s willingness 
to permit Gen. Clay and his mili- 
tary advisers to operate as though 
Germany's neighbors had no right 
to seek security when plans for 
western Germany are formulated 
has seriously weakened the dem- 
ocratic parties in western Europe 
that are co-operating with this 
Government. 

What have been the results of 
Gen. Wedemeyer’s recent “diplo- 
matic” survey of China and of his 
published statement upon its con- 
clusion? The Chinese Reds are 
proclaiming that his mission con- 
stituted flagrant proof of Ameri- 
can intervention in China’s sov- 
ereign affairs, and a dangerous 
rift has been created between 
Washington and the National Gov- 
ernment. 

The military mentality predom- 
inates in Washington. 

The debt of gratitude the Amer- 
ican people owe their military 
leaders is immeasurable. But it 
must be admitted that with rare 
exceptions generals and admirals 
are not noted for their willingness 
to make allowances for the sus- 
ceptibilities of other peoples. 


There is an increasing tendency 
in our diplomacy to assume that, 
because the United States has the 
armed force and the dollars upon 
which the safety and the recovery 
of other peoples presently depend, 
the right of these peoples to de- 
termine their own internal pol- 
icies, and their right to be treated 
as sovereign equals, may be whol- 
ly disregarded. 


What is needed in Washington 
is the knowledge that different 
peoples react differently to the 
same conditions; a willingness to 
allow for the sensibilities and even 


for the prejudices of other na- 


tions; and, most of all, that spirit 
of tolerance which comes from the 
realization that the American 
people and their government are 
not omniscient. The combination 
of these qualities would make for 
a surer political instinct in ‘the 
conduct of our foreign affairs. 


Unless those now in charge of 
American foreign policy recognize 
the need for a basic change of 
attitude in their dealings with our 
democratic allies) we may fail to 
achieve our national objectives.

MERICAN AIR FORCE “polar 
thinking” makes this hard-won 
ral island the “left flank” in 
the defense of the United States 
against future attack, according 
to Maj. Gen. A. F. Hegenberger, 
commander of the First Air Di- 
vision. He feels it is necessary to 
maintain a strong striking force 
here indefinitcly. 


Military authorities believe that 
any attack on the United States 
would come from over the North 
Pole. It is necessary, therefore, 
to set up a line of defense facing 
in that direction. Okinawa is con- 
sidered the extreme western tip 
of that line. 

Gen. Hegenberger said liong- 
range bombers are capable of 
reaching Alaska bases from here. 
They also are able to range far 
into Asia. 

Although stressing this island's 
strategic importance, the com- 
manders here are worried over its 
ownership after the Japanese 
peace treaty is concluded. Even 
now Japan is making every ef- 
fort to convince Americans that 
Okinawa should be returned to 
Japan. China also is known to 
be casting covetous eyes in this 
direction. Final disposition of the 
island may be one of the major 
concerns of the peace conference. 

Has B-29s and P-80s. 


The First Air Division is com- 
posed of B-29s, P-80 jet-propelled 
fighters and numerous utility 
planes. Both the bombers and 
fighters are now flying weekly 
training missions and the smaller 
craft fly regular daily patrols. 
Air-sea rescue work is also car- 
ried on. The division is not 
charged with surveillance work 
carried on by units to the north.

On this vital question I have 
as yet seen or heard amazingly 
little comment by Americans. Nat- 
urally, we all read the headlines 
or the long Vishinsky text as 
Americans. That's how we first 
read and reacted to it. 

But suppose you try rereading 
that speech while imagining you 
are a European—almost any av- 
erage European. Because I've 
known Europeans pretty intimate- 
ly for more than 20 years—and 
know their postwar psychology 
and plight from first-hand obser- 
vation—this is what I've just done. 

So let me share my experiment 
with you. First of all, I shall 
neither defend nor contest any of 
Vishinsky’s arguments. This is not 
my personal criticism. On the 
contrary, I’m going to be as coldly 
objective as possible. I’m supposed 
to be a middie or lower-class 
European; living on a shoestring; 
sick of politics; sick to death of 
war; aching for a decent living; 
aching for something that half- 
way simulates peace. And along 
comes the Vishinsky-Moscow bar- 
rage against the richest, most 
powerful nation on earth—a na- 
tion that possesses the most de- 
vastating weapons known to man. 

Piausible to Euro 

From the viewpoint of such a 
tormented, underfed European (or 
Asiatic) Vishinsky said a lot of 
things that must have sounded 
either quite justified or at least 
quite plausible. He made five main 
points—and maybe more—which 
most people in Europe or Asia 
certainly would not dismiss as 
being without any foundation. 
When you examine these chief 
Vishinksy accusations they sound 
and read much differently to for- 
eign peoples than they do to us 
Americans, * 

Vishinsky charged that the “Tru- 
man Doctrine” ignored the United 
Nations and violated certain of 
its principles, There is no doubt 
whatever that most Europeans 
and Asiatics would agree on that. 

Vishinsky bitterly attacked those 
persons and organs in the United 
States that talk war and spread 
a war psychosis. We may be sure 
that the examples and quotations 
he used are pretty well-known in 
most foreign countries by now. 
That the Soviet press indulges in 
constant abuses of its own prob- 
ably did not cut very much ice 
when Vishinsky’s adroit and 
damning paragraphs were read 
abroad. 

The fact is that Europeans for 
many, Many months have been 
shocked by the amount and the 
nature of irresponsible war talk 
emanating from America. On this 
issue probably 80 per cent of Euro- 
peans, will feel that the Vishinsky 
charges are justified.

But the fact remains that 
Vishinsky was exploiting a wide- 
spread European anxiety about 
the Marshall plan. If Congress 
should make that plan’s aid to 
Europe conditional upon Britain, 
France or other nations abandon- 
ing their industrial nationalization 
programs, then Vishinsky’s charge 
would be justified. “The United 
States would be using the Marsh- 
all plan to interfere in the inter- 
nal affairs of the nations to which 
it granted aid.

Moscow would call “dictation”— 
today is greatly feared in London, 
Paris and elsewhere, 

Ahead in Propaganda. 

When you reread Vishinsky’s 
speech from a European or Asi- 
atic viewpoint it is by no means 
something for Americans to dis- 
miss lightly—or merely with ‘in- 
dignation. As a Soviet instrument 
of propaganda it was expertly 
conceived and tellingly written. 
Vishinsky spoke much more to 
the world’s dispossessed than did 
Secretary Marshall in his opening 
address. 

It is not enough for Americans 
or their government to be con- 
vinced that we have more right, 
or maybe the most right, on our 
side. Beyond that there remains 
the problem of selling what you 
are and stand for to world public 
opinion. 

In the propaganda war the So- 
viets are still way out in front. 
As Moscow sees it, the object of 
propaganda is not to get a ma- 
jority vote at Lake Success. It is 
to win a majority among the dis- 
satisfied masses of the world’s 
peoples. On that basis Vishinsky 
may have won much more than 
most Americans think.

Blowing on a bud will sometimes 
cause reluctant petals to open, and 
Grass confesses that on occasion 
he has blown buds until he was 
dizzy. Blossoms can be held back, 
if necessary, by shading them. The 
finest blooms can be protected 
from insects by enclosing them in 
a hood of cheese cloth. 

Blossoms to be exhibited are 
picked after sundown, the night 
before the show. To make them 
last well, the ends of the stems 
are placed.for about one and one- 
half minutes in an inch or two 
of boiling water, care being taken 
to hold them at an angle, so as 
not to injure the flower through 
contact with the steam. After the 
hot water treatment, stems are 
immediately plunged into cold 
water, the deeper the better, and

TROY, Mo., Sept. 27. 
HE farmer, says the econ- 
ens never had it so good. 
The economist, says the farm- 
er, was never 80 right, And, he 
adds by implication, does anybody 
wanta make something of it? 
“after all,” as one farmer told 
the writer, “you boys have had 
bathtubs and indoor plumbing all 
your lives, Now its our turn.”

houses, the same houses which

Now they gleam in the sunshine 
like fllustrations in House and 
Garden. Some of the older and 
more rickety looking structures 
look as though they were being 
held together mainly by their sev- 


eral coats of new white paint. 


Inside the houses, one finds new 
‘wallpaper, new slipcovers on the 
furniture, new curtains at the 
windows and new electric refriger- 
ators in the kitchens. Among the 
people themselves you find —, 

comes to those’ 
who are not one jump ahead 
the sheriff, and a state of mind 
which indicates that, while the 
farmer feels a little sorry for the 
victims of the high prices, he is 
merely on the other end of the 
see-saw known as the law of sup- 
ply and demand and, heaven 
knows, its his turn to go up. 

His net cash income, nationally 
speaking, is more than three times 
that of 1939. Since 1940 he has 
been putting money in the bank 
at the rate of a billion dollars a 
year, and he now has deposits of 
10 billions, plus savings of some 
five billions more in government 
bonds. 

Soaring rural real] estate values 
have more than: doubled the value 
of his property, and he has sliced 
$1,500,000,000 off his mortgage 
debts 

The national situation is repre- 
sented in microcosm right here in 
the vicinity of Troy, a typical 
Missouri farming center, where 
the farmers are raising wheat and 
corn, cows and hogs, and pro- 
ducing milk and butter fat for 
the dairies. 

The Bank of Troy, which re- 
placed the two banks which com- 
pletely disappeared during the de- 
pression because no one had any 
money to put in them, now has 
two and a half million dollars on 
deposit—most of which belongs to 
the farmers. 

x* * * 


HE farm Security Administra- 
T tion office here, which a few 
years ago was helping strug- 
gling farmers get a start by loan- 
ing them money to buy both farms 


and equipment, has virtually noth-: 


ing to do now but make an occa- 
sional loan for expansion or 
equipment. These are paid back in 
record time. 

The automobile dealers are sell- 
ing’ cars a lot faster than they 
can get them—and for spot cash. 
The same thing applies to farm 
equipment dealers and all the 
other merchants of Troy. Nobody 
owes anybody and everybody has 
money in his pocket, 

There’s only one fly in the oint- 
ment, one small cloud which farm- 
ers and merchants alike see hov- 
ering over their shoulders, That 
is the question of how long it can 
last. All are agreed that it is 
getting out of hand and +some- 
thing is bound to happen soon. 
All console themselves with the 
hope that things will level off 
rather than collapse like they did 
after the last war. 

The barometer of conditions 
around Troy is found fn the gen-

eral store of A. A. Kuhne, small 
town merchant prince, whose en- 
terprises, including his store, have 
grossed as much as a million dol- 

s a year. Kuhne, gray-haired, 
shrewd, kindly and wise, has sur- 
vived more than oneeboom and 
more than one depression and has 
always come out on top. 


“Anyone who knows how to 
farm and is willing to work can 
make plenty of money these days,” 
says Kubhne. “The only ones who 
aren’t doing it are the boys who 
come to town every day and sit on 
the curb and whittle. 

+ * * 


UHNE. has been in business 

for 59 and a half years and he 

has never seen anything like 
the current farm prosperity. 

“It’s due mostly to a combina- 
tion of circumstances which 
wouldn't happen once in a blue 
moon,” he points out. “In the first 
place, the farmer is getting yields 
like he never got before—up to 50 
bushels to an acre of wheat on 
land which normally yields about 
20 bushels. In the second place 
there is a demand for his stuff 
which exceeeds anything in farm- 
ing history. You see, everything 
is doubled. First the demand is 
doubled, which doubles the price, 
and then his yield is doubled. No 
wonder the farmer has money.” 

How is it reflected in his busi- 
ness? Well, after a half century 
of cash and credit business he 
went on a strictly cash basis the 
first of June this year and his 
June sales were. $3840 more than 
June of last year. 

Credit with farmers is a ticklish 
business, he explains. First you 
have to know just how far to let 
them have credit. Then you have 
to know how to cut them off with- 


out making them sore. Then you 
have to know how to handle them 


so they will go on giying you their 
cash business while you're gently 
prodding them to pay up what 
they owe. 


“Credit. business took too much 
out of me,” he says with a smile, 
“and I wanted to take it easy 
the rest of my life. I’m 73 years 
old. I gave them warning three 
months in advance. I‘ve got vir- 
tually nothing outstanding on my 
books, business is better, and no 
one ever asks for credit.” 

There are stories of men mak- 
ing so much on wheat that they 
bought and paid for farms with 
one crop. Those stories are a little 
exaggerated, but there are true 
stories almost as good. 

Take Walter Snyder, for in- 
stance, Walter lives about four 
miles north of Troy on 106 acres

tration, Walter didn’t have any- 
thing but a strong back and a 
willing mind and a knowledge of 
farming which came from work- 
ing at it all his life. He was one 
of seven children “and the old man 
couldn’t take care of all of us by 
leaving ‘us some farm land” so 
he spent most of his life working 
for others. 

Today Walter owns his land, his 
house, his modern barns, his new 
farm equipment—the whole rks 
lock stock and barrel — and all 
paid for in a little less than five 
years. Further, the value of his 
land is just about doubled. He 


did it on the advancing prices of 
milk.

E IS now shipping 50 gallons 
H.: milk a day, and at current 

prices he is doing all right. He 
doesn’t feel that. the farmer is 
profiteering, he is merely supply- 
ing the demand. He does feel that 
the current price structure “is go- 
ing to flunk”, But he isn’t very 
worried, 

“One thing the farmer’s § got 
over the city guy, when the city 
guy's out of a job, he’s just out. 
But we can keep a roof over our 
heads and raise enough to eat, 
even if we don’t have any spend- 
ing money.” 

The farmer well recalls when 
he didn’t have any spending 
money, and he knows that the 
same thing can well happen 
again. For that reason he, looks 
upon his present prosperity as his 
just due. 

It is said around the country- 
side that W. F. Magruder has 
“done all right” the past few 
years, and Magruder himself 
doesn’t deny it, even though he 
declines to tell how well “ali right” 
is. But you can see it in his home, 
his farm equipment and the fact 
that he and his attractive wife 
were able to take 15 days off 
this summer and drive to Oregon, 
a vacation like they hadn't had 
for years. 

Magruder farms 560 acres, and 
corn is his main crop. 


“Considering the drouth,” he 
says, “I did pretty good.” We've 
had good years since about 1936, 
but it was really tough for a 
good many years before that. I 
sold hogs for $2.75 a hundred. 
Now I get $29.50. They were 
hardly worth taking to market 
in those days. There was just no 
way to make money. The more 
work you did, the worse off you 
were. I’ve hauled stock’ cattle to 
market for $2.75 a hundred. I’ve 
sold wheat for 36 cents a bushel. 
This year I got $2.22. 

“Corn .was once 15 cents a 
bushel. A lot of it went for a dime. 
Now you have to pay 15 cents 
a bushel to get it shucked. Of 
course labor was cheaper then 
too, but even if men worked for 
nothing you couldn’t make any 
money.” 

Magruder is out of debt, has 
money in the bank, He has built 
up his farm, limed the soil, built 
new fences and bought new farm 
machinery. 

“Labor is so scarce now you 
have to get machinery to get a 
crop. But with my .combine, I 
can harvest acreage single handed 
that used to take 25 men. 

“The future? Looks like it’s 
right on the breaking point to me. 
But its been looking that way for 
a year. Even if it does, things 
will still be a lot better. This has 
raised the morale of the farmer. 
Back when nobody was making 
anything, they didn’t care if their 
fences and barns fell down or not. 
Now men take pride in their 
farms. You know when a farmer 
makes money he is going to take 
care of his place.”

The new curtains are 80 
pristine they look almost self con- 
scious, New rugs are on the floor, 
new paper on the walls, new paint 
on the woodwork, and a new 
mechanical refrigerator and hot 
water heater are in the gay and 
spotiess kitchen. Off the kitchen 
is a new bathroom whose gleam- 
ing tile walls vie with the gleam- 
ing new fixtures. It’s the Ma- 
gruders’ turn to have a bathtub. 

Hugh Scott was driving his new 
tractor, pulling a new $1200 corn 
chopper around the cornfield, cut- 
ting silage at the rate of a wagon- 
load every 20 minutes. He climbed 
down from the tractor, took off 
his gloves and shook hands. We 
stood under a shade tree in his 
pleasant front yard before his 
large, comfortable-looking house. 

“A lot of things enter into the 
picture,” he said. “It’s costing us 
about three times as much -to 
operate as it did before the war.” 

He indicated his shiny new auto- 
mobile. “They turned it out so 
hastily at the factory I had to 
have it completely overhauled be- 
fore it would run any good,” he 


said,

E POINTED to the new corn 
H cutter. “Same way with it,” he 

said. “Had to spend $150 on it 
before it would even work right. 
And it cost $1200 where they used 
to cost $350. Those things con- 
tribute to the high cost of produc- 
a 

Scott, who is a director in the 
Bank of Troy, was in the dairy 
business up until the beginning of 
the war. But fearful of labor dif- 
ficulties and other things, he sold 
out and took to straight farming. 

“One thing about the farmer,” 
said Scott, “when he’s making 
money, he'll spend it. They’re 
fixing up their homes, and they're 
buying new equipment. A lot of 
them didn’t even have water on 
their places, not to mention elec- 
tricity. They’re getting those 
things now. Since the Rural 
Electrification Administration 
came in, they’re going out and 
buying a lot of electrical equip- 
ment. The bank is making quite 
a few loans on such equipment, 
but the average farmer is paying 
cash for it as he goes. Some are 
buying more equipment than they 
really need, but the average farm- 
er is buying what was worn out 
or out of date, or what he always 
needed and never could buy be- 
fore.” 

“Nowadays,” Scott pointed out, 
“you just can’t do a good job of 
farming without good equipment, 
and that costs three to four times 
what it used to. “But there is one 
thing they’re doing they didn’t do 
after the first war. They’re not 
taking the extra money and buy- 
ing new land. You know that 
time we thought things would go 
on indefinitely like they were, 
and if we had more land, we'd 
make more money. It didn’t work 


~ 


that way. They told us we’d never 
see corn under a dollar again. 
Well, I bought it at 10 cents in 
the field.” 

Regarding government aid _ to 
the farmer, Scott said, “I person- 
ally don’t believe in this business 
of handing out checks. Everyone 
would be a lot better off if they 
were left to their own resources. 
But the farmer figures that if 
someone else is getting the gravy, 
he might as well get some too.”

HE corn-hog law: which. gov- 

erns farm production and which 

is about as infallible as the law 
of gravity, works like this: dollar 
corn means 10-cent hogs; dollar 
and a half corn means 15-cent 
hogs; two dollar corn means 20- 
cent hogs and two dollar and a 
half corn means 25-cent hogs. 

“You can’t get away from it,” 
says Scott. “It just works that 
way. It’s just like money. Money 
is the funniest thing there is. The 
banks are full of money. But it 
hasn't been 10, 12 years ago when 
there wasn’t. any money at all. 
Where did it go, and where did it 
come back from? I don’t know 
what made corn go from two 
bucks to 20 cents, or hogs from 
20 cents to two cents.. Or -vice 
versa.” 

Scott shook his head as he pre- 
pared to get back on his tractor. 
“Supply and demand is a funny 
thing, too,” he said. 

The farmer is spending all 
right, but he’s not going into debt. 
Said Owen Turnbull, dealer in 
Dodges and Plymouths: “I’ve sold 
100 cars and trucks and I’ve got 
orders for 200 more as soon as I 
can get them. Every single sale 
has been for cash.” 

During the depression; Turnbull 
had to write off $6000 in uncollec- 
tible debts and start fresh. “Now.” 
he says, “I have very little out- 
standing on my books. There are 
plenty of men I wnce byt > 
credit one dollar’s worth 
their credit is good for 
amount,” 

Said Charley LaRue, dealer in 
farm implements: “I don’t have 
$500 on my books, My only dif- 
ficulty is getting the equipment to 
fill orders.” 


During the depression, LaRue 
explained, the farmer couldn’t af- 


ford new machinery and his stuff 
got worn out. During the war he 
couldn’t get it. Now he is buying 
what he has to have. 

Said a clothing merchant: “They 
now buy my $53 suit, the best in 
the store, and they buy it a lot 
easier and quicker than they used 


to buy the $30 model. And they 


pay cash.” 
Said Jim Caldwell, head of the 


Farm Security Administration. of- 
fice: “Agricultural credit is nearly 
out of the picture. They don’t use 
it any more, except occasionally 
for improvement and expansion. 

“But I’m afraid things are due 
for a tumble, Last time, in nine 
months, things wept from the top 
to the bottom. No one knew why. 
We can only hope that this time 
it doesn’t go to the bottom.”

I CROSSED THE CREEK AT THE BACK end of the 
farm and headed over to the wildlife area, with red Mike 
ahead and Chipper making frequent forays in pursuit 

of horned larks and field sparrows. The fence of multiflora 
rose which surrounds this small patch of waste ground has 
come through the summer in good shape. While I think of it, 
this is as good a place as any to comment on our experience 
to date with this hedge fence about which we've had many 
inquiries during the past year. Rosa multiflora, as I've said 
before, is an Asiatic rose which is extremely hardy and 
_ grows, in a period of a few years, into a stock-tight fence 
about eight feet high and eight feet wide. It is extremely 
practical for use wherever a permanent fence is required. 
It does not use a great deal of field space, as the old osage 
hedge did; it is decorative throughout the year, with profuse 
white blossoms in June and red seed-pods in autumn which 
are a valuable food source for the birds; it furnishes excellent 
nesting shelter for game and songbirds and a travel-way for 
the small fur-bearing animals. We have found that the young 
roses suffer the first season, in late summer, from grass- 
hoppers which can strip practically all the leaves from the plant.

Also where is it being used to replace an existing 
fence or to create a new fence, it must be given some 
protection from livestock. Oattie will nip the young 
‘shoots, despite the thorns; also their habit of making 
@ pathway along any fence line means that the young 
roses will get a bad trampling unless they are actually 
in the fence row.

A coroner's. .jury voted that 
Bonnie had been killed by Walker 
and Burton was commended for 
his prompt action. 

Bonnie’s mother, however, dis- 
agreed that robbery was the mio- 
tive for the murder. She remem- 
bered that her daughter had been 
upset and mervous for several

DULTS feeling the need of more education are swarming 
back to school. Some are resuming studies that had been 
interrupted, others seek additional training to qualify for 

better jobs, a good many simply want background for a richer 
life. On the first day of enrollment for night courses at Washing- 
ton University, 1800 persons stood in line outside the Field House. 

Washington had more than 6000 night students last year, 
expects to have more than that in the current term. At St. Louis 
University night enrollments are expected to equal the 1946 total 
of about 1600. 

Comparatively few night students are interested in degrees. 
Most simply want to add to their skills or general knowledge. 
Adult collegians usually regard money they pay for a course— 
up to $40 to enroll, plus books and equipment—as an important 
investment. They are serious-minded, average better grades than 
their younger daytime contemporaries. Some must make complex 
arrangements to be sure of having the necessary evenings open 
for class work. In families with children, sitters often must be con- 
tracted for to permit husbands and wives to take courses together. 

At Washington, about one-fourth the night students already 
have college degrees, 94 per cent have gone through high school. 
Some 50 per cent of them are veterans. Courses in real estate, 
languages and technical ‘crafts are in strong demand this year.

About 200 rural canneries in the Missouri-Arkansas-Oklahoma 
Ozarks are small units of a big business. Last year they processed 
10 million cases 6 Cage 

The industry had a leisurely growth. Forty-odd years 
ago, farmers of that region, able to grow three crops a season of 
tomatoes and green beans, began to see cash-crop possibilities 
in them. Greens and berries, profuse and wild, offered added 
opportunities. It was out of the question to haul highly perishable 
produce over long rocky trails to the railroad. Instead, canneries 
were set up deep in the hills to process food where it grew. 

They were. rough-hewn affairs made from timbers sawed at 
the sites. Wood-fired boilers were set up for steam cooking and 
power. Screens were considered optional equipment. Canners 
maintained that steam kept away flies, that cooking took care of 
objectionable microbes. 

More conscientious canners, working for bigger markets, became

Only a few meet ideal standards, but inspectors say all have 
at least a satisfactory rating. There still are not nearly enough 
State or Federal inspectors. One State inspector must cover 13 
counties. Most plants are in the Ozark Canners Association which 
has set up a self-policing system. It also, among other things, 
works for adyantageous freight rates. : 

Except for a few co-operatives, canneries are privately owned. 
Usually they contract with nearby farmers to buy entire crops at 
market prices, with a minimum guarantee. 

In winter, cannery operators overhaul their equipment and 
build the hundreds of wood shipping crates they lend to farmers. 
To keep their plants busy the year arourid, some are preparing 
to put fruit and berries in cold storage for processing into jams 
and jellies during the winter months.
